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King can gather ch an Armie and Fleet together 
in ſa ſhort Tyme, conſidering; his late Loſſes, I 
conccaue not. He was three Years in the Prepa- 
ration for Portugal, and yet hat a ſtrong Partie 
and entered vppon the ſame Continent. Ihe En- 
terpriſe of 88 required no leſſe Tyme, the Gar- 
ryſons of Naples and Milane were then drawen 
downe, which wee heare not of at this Tyme. Ou 
the! otherſide, It is unlykelie that the Spaniſb King 
will vndertake any ſmal Affaire, and it is ſafe to 
prouide for the worſte. But if iwee:ſhal belieue it 
to be an Invaſion, J am of Opinion, that it will 
be late in the Sommer, ere the ſame e attempted: 
And the Enterpriſe will be by this Obſeruations made 
moſt manifeſt: If the Armiè of the Low Countreis 
ſhal be uſed upon any Part of France, or the Lowe 
Contreis, wherby it may be waſted or receaue Loſſe. 
do then vnder Correction aſſure my ſelfe that

RE, Tio the third, age, 4, Wan it is im- 
poſſible to prouide ſafelie for an-Jncurſion, becauſe 
the Purpoſe and Counſell of the Ennemie is un- 
known.

The Fle of #/ight (of all other Places next jag 
Joyning vnto Portſmouth and Southampton) is moſt 
needful to be reſpected, and though it is not 
ble to guarde all Places of an Jland in ſuch forte, 
ſo as an Ennemie ſhal be vnable to make a Deſcent 
into it: Yer'in a ſmall; Jland ſome one convenient 
Place in the ſame is meet to be ſtronglie fortified,

The beſt Way to geue Impediment to an Enne- 
mie to enforce him to marche ſlowly is to breake 
downe all the Bridges before him, to fight with 
him uppon euery Straight or Place of Advantage, 
and in the Plaines to charge him 0 Horſemen, 


ſometymes in one Part of his Armte, ſometymes 
an other, as occaſion ſhall beſt require: Which 
Difturbances no Ennemies Army can auoyd that 
is weaker in Horſe, but ſhal be inforced cuery half 
quarter of an Hour to make Hault. 2 

There is nothing ſo perillous to a Kingdom in- 
vaded (not inforced by meere Neceſſitie) as to ha- 
zard Battail when it may be auoided, nor nothing, 
in Pollicye better agreeing with the State of an In- 
vadour then the contrarte, if poſſible he may pro- 
cure it. The Reaſons are apparant, for that the 
one in looſing the Victorye (beſydes, the loſſe of 

Men) may endanger a Kingdom, whereas the o- 
ther in looſing: the Battaill looſeth but Men only. 
Which with often Skirmiſſing, Sicknes, want of 
Cloathes and Victuails (inconveniences and wants 
euermore incydent to Jnuadors) will in a ſmal

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Tyme conſume of themſelues : And therefore in my 
Judgment, it is not good at any Tyme to hazard 
the Danger of a Battaylle, vnleſs wee be enforced 
vnto it, or that the Generall in his Wyſedome find 
ſuch apparant Reaſones, that: (unleſſe God fight 
againſt us) wee muſt of Neceſſity be Victors. Ihe 
Tyme when Battaill is beſt to be aduentured can- 
not be lymited, but as occaſion ſhall miniſter it. 
IX. Whether this Queſtion hath Reference to a 
Stoare of Munition, and Victuail euermore to be 
kept in readines for a Royall Staple for the whole 
Realme, or vnto an Armye only to be expended 
for the preſent; for that ] may be miſtaken, I will 
aunſwer vnto them both. Butt becauſe the Stoare 
of all Natures of Munitions fytt to be prouided, 
will make a large Booke, ] will deale only with the 
rincipal Munition Powder, of which Prouiſion (if 
this Invaſion expected to be performed, and that 
a long Warre as is moſt lyke do enſue) her Ma- 


jeſties Stoare need to be very great, for if wee 


be enforced to Leuie two Armies as was intended in 
88, there is nether of theſe Armies for great Or- 
dinance and ſmall Shott, that will require leſſe then 
100 Laſtes of Powder. If her Majeſties whole 
Fleet at the ſame Tyme do goe to the Seas, little 
leſſe then a 100 Laſts will furniſne them out: To 
ſupplye Jrelande, Barwycke, the Jlands, the Ca- 
ſtles upon the Coaſtes, which may not want as 
occaſion is offered, 100 Laſts in Stoare will ſcarcely. 
ſuffice. As touching Victuails the ſame in my 
Jugement is very difficult to Proportion, vntill the 
Tyme, and Numbers of Men be agreed upon. But 
for the Places moſt meet to keepe Magaſins, in 
which are lyke to be of moſt Uſe and Safetie in 
this Spaniſh Warre, are Portſmouth, London, Ro- 
cheſter, Exceter lykewiſe is well ſeated for a Ma- 


gaſine, but not ſo ſafe as the reſt, and therefore 
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not to be uſed except Neceſſitye doe extreamely 
urge it.

I. Jn my Opinion, It is not fytt to limitt her 
Majeſties Lieutenant, what Nombers more or leſſe 
he will frame his Armie of, er to change them as 
ſhall ſee Cauſe: For if ſhe geve him the leading 
of her Armie, ſhe doth repute and know him to 
be a Man of Faith, Judgement, and Wiſedom, 
and being ſuch a one (in Martiall Affaires) what 
may be doubted, or what more can be required?

Firſt, a ſufficient Quantitie of Victuail, to be 
provided, and the Staple thereof to be principally 
at London; and ſome Portion at Porteſmouth, and 
ſome at Exeter to ſerue for the Armies, as they 
ſhal be leuyed either in the Eaſt or in the Weſt. 

Item, A Proviiion alſo to be made of Plenty of 
Nur whereof ſome thinck leſſe cannot be then 

Laſts, and a Proportion alſo of Matche a- 
gretable thereto, the one halfe to be in Staple at 
London, the other, Part at 5 2 and Part 
at Exeter. 

It is alſo thought convenient to have Provifion 
of Armes and eapons to ſerue for 2000 Men, 
the ſame alſo to be deuided, as the Powder ſhall 
bez. which Armes and Weapons are to ſerue for the 
Multitudes of able Men in every Countie, that are 
not Part of the Trayned Bands, 

Item, All agree to haue the Towne, Jfle, and 
Fort at Plymauth: to be furniſhed with ſufficient 
Numbers of Men, and likewiſe they thinck meet 
to haue the Towne of Scutbampton put in Safetie 
by making ſome Raueling, or Sconce at the En- 
try of the Haven. 

They wonld alſo haue ſome Place in the Ihe of 
Waight. over againſt Hurſt to be fortified and 
guarded, to, ſerue for a ſafe Landing of Succours 
to be ſent from Hurft, . 

It is alſo. neceſſarye with Speede to deſcribe. as

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Forces of the Countries of the Maritime Coun- 
ties and of the Countries thereto, ioyning may

diſciplined and conducted to fight ; all ſuch parti- 


cular Actions mult be referred to the Direction of 


the General Lieutenant, and other Officers of the 
Field; which Actions of Seruices muſt be guided, 
as the Circumſtances both of the Ennemies Forces, 
and of the Places ſhall require to haue the Ennemy 
aſſayled.

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in the ſame to couer ſome Nombers of Men, with 
Muſket Shott, who might firſt offend the Ennemy 
therewith, and then to ſaue themſelves in ſtnall 
Boates to hang at the Tayle of the Barges + And 
hauing Prouiſion of ſome fier Worckes ready, then 
to ſett the fame Barges, and Wood on Fier at ſuch 
Tyme, as with Tyde the ſaied Barges might ſet the 
Ennemies Nauy on Fire.
